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QUEBEC, Quebec, Jan. 2), —(7P) 
Two expert divers who arrived at the 
isolated village of Riviere Aux Out- 
ardes late today by airplane, tonight 
donned under-water toggery and de- 
scended to the bottom of the Outardes 
river in an attempt to rescue Peter 
Trans, imprisoned by snagged equip- 
ment since Monday. 

These divers, Quesnel Morency and 
Lewis Begin, braving strong currents 
which it was thought would prevent 
their attempting to rescue at least 
until tomorrow morning, decided that 
further delay on their part might 
frustrate removing Trans alive. So, 
casting thought of their own safety 
aside, each went .into the 20 feet of 
water. Officials of the Ontario Pa- 
per Company momentarily expected 
word of the result of their effort. 

Meanwhile rclatives in Denmark 
were kept in touch with the rescue 
work by cable. Although in an al- 
}most inaccessible spot, word of prog- 
ress from Riviere Aux Outardes was 
hbeing rushed to the outside world by 
all available means.

ABOARD U. 8. 8. FALCON, Off 
Key West, Fla., Jan” 29.—4)— 
Reaching down into 68 feet of water 
in the Gulf of Mexico, the United 
States navy salvage ship Falcon to- 
day enabled two men to escape from 
a submarine by means of a diving bell 
in an experiment to test the feasibility 
of using the safety device in subma- 
rine rescue work. 

Naval officers said the test, the 
first of a series to be conducted with 
diving bells, was a complete success 
and demonstrated that the device 
could be used in smooth seas at cer- 
tain depths to effect the escape of 
men from sunken, undersea craft. 


Similar rescue experiments were 
conducted successfully near Key West 
a year ago with a safety device known 
as a mechanical “lung.” 

In the experiment today the bell 
was lowered from the Falcon and 
seated over the motor hatch of the 
submarine S-4, which had submerged 
for the test. 

Members of the crew in the bell 
opened the hatches and descended into 
the submarine, while two of the sub- 
marine’s crew entered the bell and 
were raised to the surface. 

The feat, the first of its kind in 
naval history, proved naval officers 
said that under certain conditions the 
bell could be used for sending down

Operations of the diving bell were 
authorized by a special submarine 
board appointed by Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur following the sinking of 
the submarine 8-4 in north Atlantic 
waters two years ago with the loss 
of a number of lives aboard. 

Three different bells, all similar 
design, are to be used in the experi- 
ments. The one used today is the 
product of a subway engineer of 
Brooklyn. Another was designed by 
a boat company at New London, 
Conn., while the third was designed by

Greer fired once, the bullet en- 
tering the shoulder and penetrating 
one lung. , 

At the hospital slight hope for the 
man’s recovery was given. He was 
tentatively identified as Andrew 
Wright, 35 years old. 

Acting on tips from underworld 
sources, Roche has had police guards 
at the 211 East Delaware building 
and three other gold coast hotels for 
several days. The other places marked 
for robbery were the Pearson, the 
Seneca and the. 201 East Delaware 
hotels, Roche said. 

In raids early Monday Roche ar- 
rested several men and women who he 
believed were responsible for recent 
gold coast robberies.

Provision for Unfortu- 
nates Dwindles; Emer- 
gency Is Faced, Frank 
Miller Says.

Atlanta’s provision for its unfor- 


tunates, those to whom: the bitter 


'weather and unemployment, sickness 


and misfortune, have brought hard- 
ships, has dwindled to a minimum 
that means debt, for its societies of 
social service and a desperate public 
emergency if the work of necessary 


relief goes on, according to the offi- 
cial monthly audit of the Atlanta Com- 
munity Chest, completed Wednesday. 

Less than $8,000 was available ter 
the 39 agencies of the Chest in De- 
cember, a month of more appeals. for 
assistance than most of the agencies 
had ever received before. The cost 
gf their operation was nearly four 
times that amount. 

The emergency was met in Decem- 
ber by anticipation of revenue which 
was due in January, when the quar- 
terly installment on pledges made in 
last fall’s campaign would be ayail- 
able, according to Frank Miller, ex- 
ecutive director of the Chest. 

This means a drain upon the or- 
‘dinary resources which will become in- 
creasingly ater, according to Mr. 
Miller, partfularly in view of action 
of city council in cutting from the 
budget of city expenses all appropria- 
tions to these agencies. 

Only by restoration of these appro- 
priations to the finance sheet, pay- 
ment of all overdue pledges by con- 
‘tributors for 1920 expenses, and by 
increased contributions for 1930, can 
the situation be remedied, Mr. Miller 
said. -The December audit by Ham 
Kidson & Company showed receipts 
as follows: On 1927. subscriptions, 
$5: on 1928 subscriptions, $175; on 
1929 subscriptions, $6,522.47; on 1930 
subscriptions, $7,993.75; refund, 1930 


campaign, $8.25; total, $14,704.47. 
Expenses were: Available for mem- 


eer organizations, $7,785.35; Chest ad- 


ministration, $1,232.18; expenses, 
1930 campaign, $1,646.85: interest, 
$71.25; returned checks, $86.50; bor- 
rowed money répaid, $750; total dis- 
bursements, $11,541.61. 

The cash balance January 1 was 
$3,162.86, but demands upon the 
Chest for payment to the societies 
amounted to approximately ten times 
that. amount, without including the 
amount of debt under which the Chest 
operates, which totals nearly $50,000 
and which has been inherited from 
past administrations. 

Means to relieve the emergency 
will be considered by the executive 
committee of the Chest Friday.

Paved thence to 
Asheville, Snow covers this highway 
the entire distance today. 

“Atlanta-Greenville. Two routes. 
Very little choice until weather 
clears. The better of the two at pres- 
ent is via Lawrenceville, Winder, 
Atheis, Danielsville, Hartwell and 
Anderson, 8S. C. Optional route 
through Buford, Gainesyille and Toc- 
coa offers more pavement but is more 
mountainous, and two inches of snow 
lies upon the unpavedesection between 
Gainesville and Baldwin. While crush- 
ed stone has been placed in the boggy 
places, the yoad is cut up very badly 
and is likely to become impassable in 
another 12 hours unless the weather 
moderates. Chains are necessary. 

“Atlanta-Augusta. Georgia No, 12. 
Rough, bumpy, muddy from Avondale 
to Newton county line. Some pave- 
ment between Covington and Augusta, 
but this is a dirt road the greater 
distance and is slushy and only ‘fair 
to middling.’ 

“Atlanta-Birmingham. Either via 
Chattanooga or Montgomery. The lat- 
ter route, via Newnan, West Point 
and Opelika is paved to Opelika. One 
half mile of very poor road inside city 
limits of the latter town. Chains neces- 
cary. Beyond Opelika the road is 
good, but not paved, to Montgomery.

Special Weekly Report 


MANCHESTER, England, (By 
Mail.)—In the Manchester market 
this week there has been a better 
feeling than for some little time back. 
The tendency of raw cotton rates 
to harden has resulted in more con- 
fidence in values and inquiry in yarns 
and piece goods has expanded. 

The feature of interest in the raw 
cotton situation has been the atten- 
tion centered on thé activities of the 
farm board in the United ‘States. This 
organization is evidently making al- 
most frantic efforts to bring about 
a rise in prices. Well-informed au- 
thorities are not convinced that a 
movement of this kind will achieve 
the desired result. The scheme put 
, out seyeral weeks ago for the purpose 
of financing cotton growers has not 
done much good and big efforts are 
now being made to prevent an in- 
crease in the acreage for the new sea- 
son. Traders here hold that \ these 
artificial means of forcing up prices 
a.c seldom successful. Operators are 
more interested in the tendency of 
trade demand. 

Prospect Better. 

The prospects in the cloth market 
are rather healthier. - Metchanfs and 
dealers have been very much afraid 
of serious political disturbances’ in 
India, but there is ground for beliey- 
ing that the agitators are not meet- 
ing with the support expected. In 
trading circles confidence is increas- 
ing and more business is coming 
round for manufacturers. The out- 
look in China is also rather better. 
For several weeks a quieter state of 
| affairs has prevailed in that part of 
the world, and trade prospects are 
more encouraging, especially should 
there be a further reaction in the 
price of silver and exchange rates. 
Inquiry for certain minor outlets 
tends to broaden and makers as a 
body are dealing with a larger inquiry. 
The prices offering are still very low, 
but in several directions limits have 
been raised since a week ago. 

It is exceedingly difficult for spin- 
ners of American yarns to secure bet- 
ter prices, but during the past week 
the sales have increased. The low

rates ruling have stimulated specula- 
tive buying in some quarters. There 
is still over-production and _ heavy 
stocks prevent any real headway be- 
ing made, Demand in Egyptian yarns 
has also beén on rather larger lines 
than recently. 

The “higher prices for raw cotton 
are not likely to be maintained un- 
less there is a definite improvement in 
demand from trade sources. In in- 
dustrial circles, however, the prospects 
are rather brighter with a possibility 
of increased activity during the next 
few weeks. It ts reasonable to ex- 
ect larger sales in yarn and cloth, 
ut it remains to be seen whether the 
business will be of sufficient weight 
to enable producers to improve prices. 

Special Meeting Called. 

It was officially announced this 
week that the Master Spinners’ Fed- 
eration had called a special meeting 
of members in the American spinning 
section to be held in Manchester on 
Friday, January 24, in order to dis- 
cuss the state of trade. It is well 
known that spinners in this section 
have been steadily losing ground for 
months past and the position has 
been reached when it is advisable for 
the whole trade to consider whether 
or not some system of restricting pro- 
duction should be adopted.

The General Baking Corporation to- 
day reported net earnings of $7,170,- 
381 for 1929, equal to $6.49 a share 
on the preferred stock.
